B.0 was no?or more at fault. What 
wo said the other day, and what wo 
■wish to repeat hero is, that so far as 
any action on the part of this Colony 
ia coDCornod the oause—a- good and 
.-glorioas one and worth fighting for — 
is lost. Id thia viow we are sustained 
" by the first article in the protest of 
tho CoDfederate members of the 
Ooanoil, which says: 

X_ — It has boon conceded by all (hat 
tho admiHsiou ot British Columbia in- 
to tho Dominion of Canada is not 
likely lo uilio place until tho territory 
intervening has first been admitted, 
and more thickly soltled. Under iheso 
-oircamstanees it was injudicious lor 
: the Council to discuBS and pronounce 
an opinion upon the Hubjeot. 

According to tho reading of thia 
protest, tho matter having been taken 
' out of the hands of tho Colony, it is 
" InjiidioioaB for the Ooanoil to discuss

If then, it be injudicious 
for the Oonnoil lopronoanoo an opin« 
"ion" how mnch more " iojndioious " 
wonid it be for a paper to continue an 
' agitaUoo which has been oondemoed 
by itfl friends in the Counoil 7 So far 
' a's the oharge of a contemplated abanw 
,donment of the cause by Th« Col- 
onist goes, tho writer is unnofiessarily 
alarmed. We are no less aozioas now 
for ita sttcoesB than before ; but wo 
do claim the privilege, which has not 
been denied mombors of the CouDcil, 
of saying that to tho iantaslio 
tricks of tho Yale Convention, the er- 
ratic writings and spoochos of moro 
than one of the Confodoration candi- 
dates ; and last, tboagli by no means 
leaat, t3 the declaraLion embraced in the 
election address of tho vory -vrritor in 
the News who charges ns with incon- 
sistency, that " Confederation is dead 
and buried," is to bo attributed tho 
present lukewarmnoss of the publio 
upon the question of Confodeartion.

The John 
Bull, in an article on tho now Treas- 
ury minute relating to bankriijitoy in 
tho Civil Korvice, conn s to Ihn ro.^cuo 
of that moat miaropiesenlod order jiiid 
does its bOBt tn disabuao the ])ubriC) 
mind of tho fallacies ineuloated by 
novel writers and caricaturists touch- 
ing that hardworkod and ill paid class 
of publio Horvants, Tho Govornmont 
is determined that thoy shall cut thoir 
coats according to their cloth, and 
live in a stylo proportioned to their 
emoluments. Overmid, Gurney & Com'' 
pany have exposed thoiubolvos to tho 
lush of tho law in relation to fraudu- 
lent Bankruptcy, and although every 
ofFort IS being made t9 soroon them 
from tho ooos' quences of exposure, 
such an attempt must prove uuavaiN 
ing in England, whore tho Law 
knows no disiitieliou.

It appears that 
he hold a rcspuuLablo position in 
society at A'orwich, and accounted in 
such a natural manner for the absoace 
of his wife at the timo of tho murder, 
that no one suspcoUd liiin. Tho luctu 
of tho case are uiiiior investigation.

Tbey evidently waot an energecio man at 
the bead of afTairs— a vory sad want id a 
country ia so uusettled a condition as Spain 
is ai present.

T;id.<e 
revolutionists, no doubt, Hcverally u?piro lo be 
President ol a possible Cuban republic, and 
each tbioks biiiidull capable of wieidiuf; the 
destlDiesof a great empire, Uulnriuoutely 
for them, ibero aro always t«o sidea lo a 
bargain, aud tbe wealthy proprietors of ihe 
Island object lo tbe rovoluiionary view of the 
matter, aud with tbe aid of liie Spanish gov- 
ernmeut ate likely to sustain their aide of 
the qiiBsiion. The h'inpeior ot ihe FreucU is 
bcc'imiiis very inuileNt ; it may be, from ibe 
oxiBting commercial depression now felt 
thtougboiil tbe leiiijih aiiJ bieadlb of/agrant/e 
nation. It roininds us the oid rbyma — 
When llio devil n'lis sick, 
Tho devil a. saint would bo; 
But when iho devil got well, 
Tho devil a saint was be. 
He seems to think that if lia pjets on as well 
during the coining year as he did during tba 
last, be will do very well. Greece must 
aiopl a moro btcomiojely modest tone for 
tbe present ; Russia is nut ready to carry 
out ibe designs lor wbiob that little power 
was urged on to prepare the way for ; so 
that the Greoo«Turkisli dillioulty may bo 
said to have been sollloil lor the presoi,t 
The London Spectator, in au article ua .Vin- 
erioaij finance, says in cunclusinu : It Eeoiiis 
to ua that iho main fact lor Kurupo is iben, 
tbat tbe Government ol t ie U. can get the 
cash it wants, and more, and does get i>. Mmt 
Governments don'i. It ii, ol course, t'ue 
that tho debt is vary heavy, and made hea- 
vior t)y vayue talk about an iInpo^^lblo ro- 
pndiiiion; llial when Mr Mcl'ulloch advisor 
reduoliona nil tbe HurphiH amounts to £10 - 
OUO UOU a year, be shoivH linmiciul wisdom ; 
that the debt is tidiculoualy heavy, crushing 
ooQsuniera to pay maoufociursrs moro than 
they earn ; that the funds in colleotiog taxes, 
capeeiHlly on nlcohi)!, are astounding ; that 
the Union wants a pennaiieiil revenue ser- 
vice ; that there IS allno^t reckless caralct^f- 
nesi aiioui loniporary increase in debt ; thnt 
tlie debt will liavetj he increased uvenly 
millions sterling if iho overplus ol paper cur- 
rency is to bo absorbed; aod fioally, ili:t 
tho propost !rou3 system whioli It-uvos the 
Financial Secretary and CoU'.'ress to rusulvw 
apart from each other, tnidjes all (ioancial 
ailniinistration a sories ol let;islative jorks, 
impelling iho maohino now ibis way and 
now thai; and finally that no European can nn- 
derstaod bow any decent mau like Mr Mc- 
Oulloofa, wiib an avowed respeot for the elgbtb 
oommandment, can ron^ain linaocial clerk to 
a Prtaidont who rccominends npon robbery ; 
but io spite of u^i tnat and inocb moro ol tbo 
same kind, the broad, brnlal I'anI remain.".

WAsniNOToN, January 2'2.— Tho fillow- 
ina is a copy of tho Ircuty between the 
Ui ited Slut H and Great Biitii'', signed at 
London, January 14, 18C9, providing for 
the rulereiico to an aroitralor of tbe ques'ion 
coiiecriiing the water boundary batwoeo the 
Uiiitrd .'- titus and the British pCBieisiuns in 
North America : — 

AitTnTicLE. 1 . Whereas it was alipolated 
by Article I of the treaty concluded at 
Wasliingion on t'ls 15th of June, 184(5. ba- 
iwecn hor .MaJ n'y tjieen of th"! Uiiitjd 
Kingdcim ol Gnat liiiliin and Iroiiiini, and 
tho Uidti d Stale .s of Ainoiien, t'lat the lino 
of boundary botween ihu Ljrriloiies of her 
Iliitannia Majosiy and those of the Un'tad 
States, from the ptiot on (be torty-ointh 
parallel ofnoit^ latit'ido up to which it bad 
already been ascerlairicd, should be con- 
tinued wi «■ ward along Iho said pamllel of 
norih la itudo to tho mi Idle of tba channel 
which Hoparates tho CoLt'nont from Vancou- 
ver Island, and thonoe Hout'ierly through tho 
uisddld ol iheaiil ohaaoel and of Fuca 
Straits to the PaciBe Ocean ; and whereas 
the Oomiris'ionerB appointed by tho two 
Ligli coniraoiing parties ti mark out that 
portion of tbo boundary wbijh runs southerly 
through thu middle of tho channel aloresaid 
havo not been able to determine which is 
iho true line contomplated by Iho treaty, fie 
tno high coDtracting pariioj agree to refer to 
tbe President of tbe S wis I Confederation to 
doiermioo the Una which, aooording to tbo 
leims ni the aforesaid treaty, ruos aoatherl;^ 



through the middla cf tho channel which 
separates tho continent from Vancouver In- 
land, and of FucDs Straits of the Pacific 
Oooan. 

Art. 2. If Ihft referee should bo unatla lo 
asceitiln and dtt irmine Iho precise lino in- 
tended by the words of the treaty, it is agreed 
that it shall bo left to hlrn to determine npnn 
some lino wl ioh, iu his opinion, will lurnihh 
an oquirable solution of tbo diflculiy and will 
bo the nearial approximation that can bo 
mado to an accutalb coDstructioo of the words 
of the treaty. 

Art, 3. It is agreed that the referee 
shall be at liberty to oell for produet'on of 
and to oooBult ell the correspondence which 
has taken place botween British and Ameii- 
can Government! on tho matter ut issue, 
and to wfi.rh ttio lesiiinony of tho Hritish 
and American negoiintTts of the treaty, us 
recorded in the corrospoudeoco, as to their 
ioteoiionB iu framinr^ tbe arlicle in quesiion, 
and tho reforeo shall (nr. her be jtt liberty to 
call for tho ropotta and oorrcspondenco, 
together with any documents, maps or sur- 
veys bearing on the same whicli have ema- 
nated from or whore cnnaidorod by the 
cominia^ionera and recently been employed 
by tbe two Govornmenls to endeavor lo af- 
oertain the line of boundary, as oo itompi ituil 
by the treaty, to consider all evidence that 
cither of Iho high contractins; parii'.H may 
produce; but the referee sbuil not depart 
ifom tbo true meaning of tbe article as it 
stands, if he can deduce that moaning from 
llio words of that article, thosJ words hav- 
ing been agroed lo by both parties, and 
having boon ina-jrtcd in a treaty ratified by 
botb GovernmeoiB. 

Should liiher government ddiver 
lo the rbtereo a B'aiement ol its case, a copy 
thereof sbsll be at ihuBuno time commui i 
catod lo the other parly tln-t ugh its rcprcsuu- 
tuiivo in Swiizorldud, ogi ther with a cofiy 
of all papers or maps annexed '■) aach slule- 
meut. Each govurument .'^hiill moreovor 
lurnish to the ollio' on npplii-'b ion, a copy 
of any incividuolly specified dooumenis or 
maps in iiB own ezclusivc poaseesioii, rela- 
ting to the matter at issue. Eaoh party 
shall ba at liberty to draw and lay before 
the referee a final statement, if it think lit to 
do bO, in reply to tbo cohj of itiu oilier paitv, 
and a copy of mch delio'te .stuuiiieiu ahull 
be coromunicat J by each patty t) tho other 
iu Ihe sime niiniior us aloies-id.
